Responsibility for the Chicago street 
car fare was placed tenderly on the 
doorstep of the city hall yesterday bv 
Chairman James H. Wilkerson of the 


public utilities commission. 

Mr. Wilkerson made it plain to Ches- 
ter E. Cleveland, Mayor Thompson's 
special utilities prosecutor, that it was 
up to the city hall forces to decide 
what the public should pay. It was 
interpreted to miean that whether the 
fare would be 7 or 8 cents rested with 
the city.. This came as Mr. Cleve- 
land was denouncing Attorney James

City Takes Its Share. 


“Just a minute,” put in Chairman 
Wilkerson. ‘‘ More than a year ago 
this commission suggested that, in view 
of extraordinary conditions then exist- 
ing, which conditions still exist, the 
city. commute its. share of the wet 
profits of the company until the crisis 
had passed. This would give the pub- 
lic the benefit of a lower fare than can 
be made if the city is to continue to 
receive its share of these profits. .- 
~ “When you talk of a cent incréase 
in fare, as a single fare, it doesn't 
amount to much. When you talk of 
it in terms of a year’s traffic in Chi- 
cago it amounts to about $8,000,00v.. 
The action of the commission of neces- 
sity will be based on whether the city 
is willing to commute its share of the 
profits to give the public a lower fare. 
Now, then, Mr. Cleveland, has the city 
taken any action looking to a com- 
mutation of these profits?” fae 

Mr. Cleveland Is Stopped. 

“ We don’t want to get into the posi- 
tion—that is, I don't want to say any- 
thing here that they can pick on,” Me. 
Cleveland interposed. “I mean that 
we are refusing a tender of the money 
to uphold our contention.

er or not the city has taken any action 
or contemplated any action toward re- 
leasing its share of the profits so that 
this money can be applied to giving 
the public a lower street car fare.” : 

Mr. Cleveland finally said the eity 
had not released its share of the profits 
and did not contemplate 
them.
